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REFLECTION ON WEEK 4 

In the fourth week of our internship we were asked to observe a student’s day and 
reflect on that. The task was not different than the task that was given previous week 
however, it was asked to choose different gender student with different skills. For example, if 
a male student was chosen in the 3 rd week, who was not active in the class, for this week, a 
female student who is more willing to participate and who is an initiator in assignments 
should have been chosen. That is why we had to change the classroom, too. For this week we 
attended to class 3/E for four hours. 

Before attending the classroom, we waited for the classroom teacher. While we were 
waiting in the corridor, students from classroom 3/D approached us and said “hi” with smiling 
face. I think it is one of the best feelings to see the happy face of students. After a while a man 
came and reached to open the door of the classroom 3/D. I said man because it was hard to 
recognize if he was a teacher or someone else. My friend stood up and started talking to him 
like “hi hocam”.
